WASHINGTON Overeating, lack of access to health insurance and com- 

paratively high poverty are among the many reasons why Americans 

are less healthy and die younger than people in other wealthy coun- 
tries, a report requested by the US. government showed Wednesday. 
The US. spends more per person on health care than any other 

nation but lags on many important health measures amid higher 
rates of obesity and heart disease and worse infant mortality rates 

than other rich countries. 

The 404-page report by the National Research Council and 
Institute of Medicine, which provides advice to policymakers, 
compared the health of Americans to that of people in 16 oth- 
er rich countries. They included Canada, Japan, Australia and 

13 western European countries including Britain, France, Italy, 
Switzerland and Germany. 

“Americans are dying and suffering at rates that we know are 

unnecessary, because people in other high-income countries are 

living longer lives and enjoying better health. What concerns our 
panel is why, for decades, we have been slipping behind,” said Ste- 
ven Woolf, a medical professor at Virginia Commonwealth Uni- 
versity, who led the panel that produced the report. 

Americans overall fared the worst among the countries in the re- 
port when it came to nine areas: infant mortality; injury and homi- 
cide rates; teen pregnancy and sexually transmitted diseases; HIV 

infection and AIDS; drug abuse; obesity and diabetes; heart disease; 

lung disease; and disabilities. 
“No single factor can fully explain the US. health disadvantage,” 
the researchers said. 
The report, sought by the U.S. National Institutes of Health, under- 
scored what health experts have long known: Americans on average 
die younger than people in other rich countries do and are

WHO? WHEN? WHERE? THE NUMBERS 
BEHIND THE CITY’S DEADLY YEAR

Chicago saw a 15 percent increase in the number of homicides from 2011 to 
2012— and about a 20 percent rise in the number of victims in their 20s, ac- 
cording to a RedEye analysis of police data and information from the Cook 


County Medical Examiner’s Office. 


Chicago logged 513 homicides in 2012, up from 448 killings in 2011, according to Red- 
Eye data. A police spokeswoman told RedEye that 506 is the department’s tally for 2012. 
Unlike the police department, RedEye counts homicides by the date of incident, 
not the date of death. RedEye also includes in its count fatal shootings that police 
deem to be accidental or in self-defense. 
The last time Chicago topped 500 homicides was in 2008. 
Chicago Police Supt. Garry McCarthy has attributed the spike in killings last year to 
guns on the street and gang violence. 
Gunshot homicides rose 17 percent from 2011 to 2012, RedEye determined. Gun- 
shot killings comprised about 86 percent of Chicago homicides last year, according 
to RedEye data. 
Much of the violence occurred on the South and West sides. And while some tradi- 
tional homicide hotspots, including Englewood, West Englewood and Humboldt 
Park, saw a drop in the number of killings, other communities, such as New City 
and Chicago Lawn, didn’t fare well last year. [See sidebar.] 
Neither did 20-somethings. There were 40 more homicide victims in their 
20s in 2012 than there were in 2011, RedEye determined. The police have 
tied more than 40 percent of 2012 homicides to street gang violence. 
YY Still, Chicago showed relative signs of improvement at the end 
ee - of the year, when homicides from October through December 
e were down 17 percent over the same period in 2011. In the first 
three months of the year, they were up 61 percent.

Chicago-based Boeing Co. has “ex- 
treme confidence” in the Boeing 
787 Dreamliner, and the plane is “absolute- 
ly 100 percent safe to fly,” Mike Sinnett, 
the chief project engineer for the 787, said 
during a news conference Wednesday. 

The public statements came on the 
third day in a row that different Boeing 
787s had high-profile problems, including 
an electrical battery fire Monday, a fuel 
leak Tuesday and a problem with brakes 
Wednesday. 

“Clearly there are issues,” Sinnett said, 
adding that he won't be happy until the 
787 is 100 percent reliable. However, all 
new planes have such “teething pains,” and 
the 787 problems are similar to incidents 
experienced when the Boeing 777 went 
into service, he said. 

“This is par for the course for any new 
airplane program ... just like any new air- 
plane program, we work through those is- 
sues and move on,” he said. “There are no 


metrics that are screaming at me that we 
have a problem.”

NEW YORK A high-speed commuter 

ferry carrying hundreds of passengers 
crashed into a pier near Wall Street during 
the morning rush hour Wednesday, injuring 
57 people, one critically, authorities said. 

Passengers who had boarded the 141-foot 
Seastreak Wall Street in Atlantic Highlands, 
N,J., and were lined up to disembark in New 
York were thrown to its deck by the impact 
of the hard landing at 8:43 a.m. 

“People who were standing up flew 
because of the impact,” said passenger Brett 
Cebulash, 50, an attorney who regularly 
rides the ferry, which caters to white-collar 
employees and costs $655 a month. 

“It was a normal morning, we were rolling 
into the dock and then they hit something. 
There was a sudden impact,” he said. 

The ferry, on its morning run from the 
high-end community on the Jersey Shore 
that still is recovering from superstorm 
Sandy, suffered a gash in its right front side. 
Firefighters and rescue workers rushed to 
the scene, as did Mayor Michael Bloomberg. 

The boat was traveling on calm waters 
at between 10 to 12 knots, or about 11.5 to 
14 mph, when it crashed into the pier, New 
York City Department of Transportation 
Commissioner Janette Sadik-Khan said. That 
is roughly equivalent to the force of catching 
a 200-pound bag of cement dropped from a 
first-floor window, experts said. 

The gruesome scene of passengers lying 
on stretchers at the pier recalled earlier 
landing crashes involving the Staten Island 
ferry, including one in October 2003, which 
killed 11 people and injured dozens more, 
and one in May 2010 that injured about 


40 people.

The bar had been closed since Prohibition, but the Glunz family 
hung on to the Old Town real estate and continued to operate 

a distribution company and retail store in the adjacent space. 
This year, owner Christopher Donovan (Barbara Glunz’s son) 
decided the time was right to dust off the cabinets and light 
fixtures and throw the tavern’s doors back open for business. 


While the bar was scheduled to return in 
the summer, the usual pre-opening hang-ups 
pushed that date back to mid-December. As 
temperatures dropped in early January and 
my post-holiday doldrums set in, the time 
couldn't have been better to hole up in a cozy 
neighborhood spot that promised plenty of 
beer, wine and European-leaning comfort 
food. With chilled toes and a hungry stomach, 
I swung open Glunz’s solid wood door to as- 
sess the tavern’s revival. 


It’s hard being popular 

The scene at Glunz the Friday night I visited 
was what I expected: a bustling mix of couples 
meeting up after work, some guys having a 
drink before heading elsewhere and well- 
heeled, slightly older couples from the neigh- 
borhood grabbing dinner. It seemed, though, 
that the crowd was not what Glunz had 
prepared for. A harried staff struggled to keep 
up with drinks, and I had a hard time catch- 
ing a server’s eye, even though I had a seat 

at the bar. It’s a good thing I had kept track

of exactly what my date and I had ordered, 
too, because I needed to repeat it all—food 
included—to my server when it came time for 
the bill. To their credit, bartenders were polite 
and upbeat while issuing their apologies, and 
they didn’t cut corners. It took a few extra 
moments, but they chilled a man’s glass with 
ice cubes before straining his martini.

While I waited for my Clover Club, a gin, 
lemon juice, Glunz raspberry liqueur and egg 
white cocktail—one option on Glunz’s tight 
list of classic cocktails ($12-14)—I was glad 
for the opportunity to survey the tavern’s 
vintage interior. Through the years, the fam- 
ily has kept many of Glunz’s original details 
untouched, from the safe on the dining room 
wall to the tin ceilings (built in the 1870s 
following the Great Chicago Fire). They even 
bought their chairs from the historic Berg- 
hoff restaurant to maintain authenticity. De- 
spite an abundance of dark wood and stained 
glass, the bar doesn’t feel like a relic, thanks

to huge front windows that open onto Wells 
Street and let in plenty of outside energy. 


A tavern without taps? 

My ears perked up when, prior to opening, 
Glunz’s owners said they planned to offer 
cask-conditioned beers (a method of serv- 
ing beer that means less carbonation and 
smoother pours) alongside draft offerings.

Not only were there no casks to be found, 
but there were no draft beers yet at all, the 
bartenders told me apologetically. Owners 
say they do plan to install the tap system in 
the future, but haven’t yet worked out a time 
frame. I was consoled by their haphazard but 
still solid selection of Belgian and domestic 
craft bottles, which weren't all listed on the 
menu, leaving me to test my eyesight as I 
squinted at the refrigerators behind the bar. 


Snack French 

While there are plenty of tables for diners 
looking to dig into a full meal, the bar is wide 
enough to easily accommodate the large 
plates of food. I saw more than a few burger- 
and-fry orders emerge from the kitchen, but 
I was drawn to the European-leaning dishes. 
Though the plates took a while to emerge 
from the kitchen, the plentiful sweetbread and 
escargots bourguignon ($12) were worth wait- 
ing for. Both the snails and the sweetbreads 
were tender and velvety, and I couldn't resist 
dipping my order of fries with black truffle 


mayonnaise ($6) in the leftover sauce. The 

coq au riesling ($16), a white-wine spin on the 
classic coq au vin, had a similarly satisfying 
sauce, but the chicken itself left little impres- 
sion. My date could barely wait for his order of 
spaetzle uberbacken ($8), a dish that promised 
a crowd-pleasing combo of doughy spaetzle 
noodles, oven-baked onion, gruyere cheese 
and ham. But when it arrived, the entire casse- 
role languished under a pool of buttery grease 
so visible that neither of us cared to eat more 
than a few bites, and it left me wishing I had 
just doubled my escargot order. 


Bottom line: Glunz felt like it was emerging 
from a 90-plus-year slumber, but it was the 
service, not the physical space, that was rusty. 
I'd like to stop back once the staff has had 

a chance to stretch its legs a bit—and once 
there are beers on tap with which to wash 
down all the nostalgia.

Within the first three minutes of our conversation, Marlon Wayans 
mocks my shoes, imagines an ethnically diverse array of naked women 
surrounding him, describes the peaceful way to strangle a cow and his 
plan to delay sitting on the toilet in order to fully savor his breakfast. 
I'd prefer not to spoil anything else about my fireside interview at the 
Waldorf Astoria hotel with the 40-year-old star and co-writer of the 


horror film parody “A Haunted House,” which opens Friday. OK, fine: 
We also talked about ghost sex, the differences between black and white 
people, and what he would have had to do to make me believe him in 


“White Chicks.”

Great 
steak. It’s like I trust it. The Kobe beef 
steak, I think they massage the cow. 


You can tell from eating it? 

They play classical music. Maybe a little 
Enya. And when they strangle it, it’s 
peaceful.

As long as Enya’s playing... 

That’s all. You can’t just shoot a cow. 
{Makes sound of a shot and a cow moan- 
ing as it gets shot.} That makes the meat 
tough. But if you have a cow relaxed 
then you just kind of softly choke it up. 
[Makes noise of a cow mooing and be- 
ing choked.]} That’s when it tastes best.

What’s something that scares you in real 
life? 


Any time the cops pull up in back of me. 

I’m black, I’m rich, all my stuff is legal. But 
as soon as the cops get in back of me I feel 
like I’m poor and I just stole something and 
the car ain’t mine and it’s uninsured and they 
know there’s a body in the trunk and what 
about the crack pipe under the seat? And I 
don’t have any of this in my car, but the cops 
just pulling up behind me make me feel like 
that. Does that happen to you? 


Um, no. 
See, this is your country, It’s not mine. 


Has acop come up to you and recognized 
you at any point? 

Yeah, and still gave me a ticket. Some let me 
go. Like [impersonating cop], “Yo, I’m going 
to let you go, ’cause ‘White Chicks’ was hi- 
larious.” And then one guy was like, “Yo, are 
you Marlon Wayans? Yo, you was in ‘Dance 
Flick’? You wrote that? Well, I’m giving you a 
ticket ’cause you owe me $14.” 


You’ve talked about “A Haunted House” 
being “Paranormal Activity” if it happened 
to a black couple instead of a white couple. 
Why do you see those reactions as being 
fundamentally different? 

You can’t see the reactions [being different]? 
OK: If you heard a ghost in your crib, what 
would you do? 


I don’t know. | don’t know if | believe in 
ghosts. 

But if you heard one. That’s the first of all, 
the fact that you said ... 


This is a loaded question now! 
Well hold on, hold on. 


Did I say the stereotypically white response... 


Well, you did already because you said, “I 
don’t know if there is a ghost.” Which is 
weird because black people, we believe in 
superstition, that there’s a ghost. That’s why 
sometimes when you shoot somebody we 
be crying afterwards, because you know he’s 
going to haunt you. So that’s why we know 
there’s ghosts. 


Why is that, that there’s that difference in 
belief there? 
Because you don't, you probably think, do 


you believe in God? Or you believe in science. 


Now we're getting into heavy stuff. 
You believe in science. 


I'ma science guy. 

Ahh! See. “There’s an explosion that hit the 
Earth and boom and dinosaurs.” No. God 
made this, man. If you don’t believe in God 
you can't believe in ghosts. ... Here’s the 
thing, because black people believe in spirits 
and things like that. You would go, “There’s 
no ghosts; I have to go check down this cor- 
ridor. Honey, you stay here, I’m going down 
that corridor and I’m going to go see [where

that] noise came from.” It’s logical. 

See, black people don’t go [with logic]. If 
we hear a noise, “Bitch, I’m out the door. ’m 
gone. You can check if you want to.” 


As a huge fan of “Requiem for a Dream,” 
your performance is so great... 

“So why would you do a movie like this? Why 
would you do something so great as ‘Requi- 
em’ and so crazy as this?” That’s what you’re 
asking me. 


Well, when looking at your career, it’s obvi- 
ously an anomaly on your resume. 

Because why am I still even working. The 
fact that I’m still here 20 years later is an 
anomaly in itself. They should have banned— 
stopped me making movies. What the 
{bleep} is wrong with Hollywood? They’re 
crazy! They’re crazy. Darren Aronofsky put 
me in “Requiem.” What the [bleep] are you 
smoking? 


Why not do more of that? Are you interested? 
Ehhbhh, you know, drama’s great. Comedy is 
harder. I’ve been blessed to work with great 
directors, like when I did “Requiem” was 
one of them. ... But I think, for me, I’m a guy 
that can do everything. Literally. I went to 
performing arts high school. I choose to do 
comedy because it’s harder. Besides, there’s 
not that many good roles out there for black 
guys. It’s very rare. When they come along, 
there’s probably other people that go, “Ehh, 
this guy would be better for this.”

Ihave to ask you, for “White Chicks,” you 
did eight or nine hours of makeup a day... 
Seven. I never want to be a white woman 
again. White girls, if you have to take seven 
hours to put on makeup, I feel so sorry for 
you. That’s why y’all be doing it in the car, on 
the way to work, ’cause you're still doing it. 


When you look at that movie and look at 
you guys, do you think you look like white 
women in that? 
We look like aliens. We look like some white 
girls. We look like the white girls that white 
guys don’t want to [bleep]. But the black guys 
is like, “Yo, that bitch is thick.” [Laughs.] 
When I did “White Chicks” I was actually 
kind of [bleep]-able.

For the second consecutive year, Jessica Chas- 
tain could be nominated for an Oscar when the 
nominees are announced Thursday. 

Last year, her touching performance as 
Southern sexpot Celia Foote in “The Help” 
earned her a best supporting actress nod. She’s 
now a favorite to land a best actress nomina- 
tion for her performance as a young CIA agent 
in Kathryn Bigelow’s “Zero Dark Thirty.”
